exceedingly num erous in those days. 
Republican postm asters were slaugh­ 
tered by wholesale. 
'n w storehouse connected with the 
war departm ent w ere many crates of 
battleflags 
captured 
from 
southern 
armies. 
At the suggestion of the ad 
ju tan t general Mr. Cleveland ordered 
that the flags be returned to the states 
from whose regim ents they had been 
captured. 
C ertain G rand Army posts 
became so indignant that they passed 
resolutions strongly censuring the pres 
ident. with insinuations against him 
because he had em ployed a substitute 
instead of going into the arm y during 
the war.

Wycollar Hall.

There Is no moon to light the 
lonely roads, and the residents of the 
district do not venture out of their 
cottages. When the wind howls loud­ 
est tho horseman can be heard dash­ 
ing up the road at full speed, and. aft­ 
er crossing the narrow bridge, he sud­ 
denly stop® at the door of the hall. 
The rider then dismounts and makes 
his way up the broad oaken stairs Into 
one of the rooms of the house. Dread­ 
ful screams, as from a woman, are 
then heard, which soon subside into 
groans. The horseman then makes his 
appearance at the door, at once mounts 
his steed and gallops off. 
"His body can be seen through by 
those who may chance to be present; 
his horse appears to be wild with rage, 
and its nostrils stream with fire. The 
tradition is that one of the Cunliffes 
murdered his wife in that room and 
that the specter horseman is the ghost 
of the murderer, who is doomed to pay 
an annual visit to the home of his 
victim.

FIGHTING IN TEHERAN 


Parliament Buildings Are Prac* 
tically in Ruins. 


BOMBARDED 
BY ARTILLERY

Attack on the Buildingt A fter The/

the Force* of the Shah. 


Teheran, June 24.—After a bloody 
fight, which was waged around the 
parliament building, fhe city was com­ 
paratively quiet at night, although the 
Cossacks 
w-ere 
encamped 
In 
the 
streets and 
squares. 
Cossacks and 
soldiers early In 
the morning sur­ 
rounded the parliament and demand­ 
ed that a number of persons whose 
ariest the shah had ordered be forth­ 
with handed over to them, 
Parlla 
ment refused to comply with this de­ 
mand and shots were fired at the 
troops, s e , ,*ral soldiers being killed. 
Orders were at once Issued from mill 
faty headquarter» that the parliament« 
building be bombarded and the bom 
bardment commenced soon after 10 
o'clock. 
While this was In progress 
bombs were thrown from the parlia­ 
ment buUdtllg and the mosque adjoin 
ing, disabling one of the gun» and 
wounding »he gunners. 
Eventually the halls of parliament i 
were cleared, but not before many per­ 
sons ha»l been killed and wounded. 
The bombardment continued until 3 
o’clock in the afternoon, when it sud­ 
denly ceased. 
In the meantime the 
troops pillaged the pojjtcal clubs in 
that neighborhood and numerous resi­ 
dences of Influential members of par­ 
liament, in which 
work they were 
aioed by th«* populace. 
The number of casualties is un­ 
known. but it will be very large.
